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THE  FUNDAMENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICES. 


I  think  that  it  is  true  to  say  that  since  the  war,  and  particularly  since  the 
inception  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1948,  the  chief  limelight  in  public 
health  matters  has  rested  on  the  personal  health  services  administered  in  this 
area  by  the  County  Council.  The  Home  Help  Service,  Ambulance  Service,  School 
Medical  Service,  and  many  others  are  known  to  the  majority  of  the  general  public, 
and  it  is  unnecessary  to  detail  all  the  valuable  work  they  do. 

What  of  the  environmental  health  services  which  are  largely  in  the  hands 
of  the  local  sanitary  authority,  i.e.  the  Urban  District  Council?  Each  year  following 
my  report  the  Public  Health  Inspector  gives  a  comprehensive  outline  of  the  work 
done  by  his  Department.  Of  necessity  a  great  deal  of  the  report  consists  of  figures ; 
do  we  always  realise  what  lies  behind  them?  Consider  the  headings  given  under 
Sanitary  Defects ;  it  is  not  unknown  for  more  than  one  of  these  to  exist  in  the  same 
house,  nor  is  it  difficult  to  relate  them  to  the  ever  increasing  need  we  find  for  the 
more  personal  services,  e.g.  Home  Helps,  Ambulances,  etc. 

It  is  unrealistic  to  think  that  in  these  times  health  can  be  divorced  from 
finance.  Financial  strictures  have  been  found  to  be  inevitable  at  all  levels  of 
government  but  a  local  sanitary  authority  besides  its  own  difficulties  is  adversely 
affected  whenever  such  strictures  affect  the  policy  or  programmes  of  central  govern¬ 
ment  or  the  local  health  authority.  It  is  all  the  more  necessary  therefore  that  the 
value  and  importance  of  the  work  done  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  should  be 
recognised  and  that  the  general  public  and  their  representatives  should  feel  that 
their  money  is  being  well  spent.  It  must  be  remembered  that  we  rely  on  Public 
Health  Inspectors  at  all  times  for  health  education  when  and  where  it  is  needed. 
With  regard  to  work  done  outside  the  home  I  would  draw  particular  attention  to 
the  work  of  meat  and  food  inspection  which  is  of  increasing  importance  and  I 
recommend  a  careful  study  of  the  list  of  products  condemned.  Is  there  any  doubt 
that  even  if  only  a  small  portion  of  these  foods  had  reached  the  public,  the  number 
of  cases  of  illness  would  have  been  alarming? 

Finally  I  should  like  to  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  1956  was  a  year  which 
jerked  us  back  to  remember  the  vital  importance  of  two  of  the  fundamentals  of 
healthy  living,  clean  air,  and  adequate  sewerage.  The  new  legislation  on  air 
pollution  was  long  overdue,  whether  it  will  help  to  resolve  the  many  problems 
remains  to  be  seen,  but  I  am  convinced  that  even  when  given  the  right  fuel  and 
industrial  design  it  will  still  rest  with  the  keenness  and  co-operation  between  local 
Public  Health  Inspectors  and  local  industry  as  to  how  clean  the  air  may  become. 
Continued  medical  research  while  at  the  present  stage  inconclusive  leaves  little 
doubt  that  ill  health  can  and  does  ensue  under  the  worst  conditions  of  atmospheric 
pollution.  The  point  of  doubt  is  “  How  much  ill  health?  ”  In  future  years  we 
may  get  an  unpleasant  shock  when  we  know  the  answer. 

With  regard  to  Sewerage  the  position  deteriorated  in  1956.  At  Saltburn  a 
severe  storm  created  havoc  with  the  outfall  on  the  beach  and  for  a  short  period 
crude  sewage  was  discharged  at  high  water  mark.  The  Council  took  urgent  action 
and  temporary  repairs  succeeded  in  restoring  the  outfall  to  its  original  position 
but  it  was  obvious  that  a  new  sewer  was  an  urgent  necessity,  and  with  the  approval 
of  the  Ministry,  work  was  expected  to  begin  early  in  1957. 
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Meanwhile  trouble  was  mounting  at  Marske  where  on  the  border  of  the 
district  near  Redcar,  the  sewerage  system  installed  by  the  Army  during  the  1914 
war  had  been  draining  a  few  outlying  properties  for  many  years.  This  outfall  on 
the  beach  which  is  of  inadequate  length,  had  been  deteriorating  in  condition  and 
the  Council  were  contemplating  repairs  which  would  have  eliminated  any  nuisance 
except  in  freak  weather  conditions.  At  this  point  new  private  housing  development 
began  in  this  area  which  was  totally  unexpected  and  led  to  controversy  with  the 
Planning  Authority  and  the  developer. 

The  development,  however,  continues  making  it  most  unlikely  that  the  out¬ 
fall  will  be  adequate  even  when  repaired  and  in  my  opinion  it  will  now  be  necessary 
either  to  reconsider  entirely  this  sewerage  system  or  abandon  it  and  divert  the 
increased  flow  to  the  main  system  at  Marske  where  a  large  new  sewer  has  been 
constructed  to  take  the  development  on  the  east  side  which  is  proceeding  quickly 
but  has  not  yet  been  exhausted  by  a  long  way.  Here  then  we  have  a  small  authority 
faced  with  3  major  sewerage  schemes  in  as  many  years. 

Whereas  development  is  obviously  desirable  it  is  deplorable  from  the  public 
health  point  of  view  that  houses  can  be  erected  long  before  an  efficient  sewerage 
disposal  system  can  be  devised  for  them.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  the  future 
planning  permission  will  be  more  closely  linked  with  the  capacity  of  the  sewerage 
system  to  take  the  development  without  causing  a  nuisance.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  THE  PREPARATION 

AND  SALE  OF  FOOD. 


All  cafes,  restaurant  kitchens,  ice  cream  premises,  food  shops,  and  stalls 
used  for  the  sale  of  foodstuffs  are  inspected  regularly  to  see  that  the  requirements 
of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  Byelaws,  and  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  are  being 
observed. 


During  the  year  commencement  was  made  on  a  detailed  inspection  of 
premises  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  them  up  to  the  standard  of  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations  and  a  considerable  amount  of  work  has  been  carried  out. 


During  the  year  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  myself  gave  lectures  to 
food  handlers  at  a  Confectionery  Bakery.

SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

There  are  four  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  district ;  during  the  year  985 
visits  were  made  and  the  carcases  and  organs  of  2,692  animals  were  inspected. 

The  inspection  of  meat  during  the  year  entailed  visiting  the  slaughterhouses 
on  12  Sundays  and  2  Bank  Holidays. 

During  the  latter  end  of  the  year  a  meeting  was  held  with  the  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  and  Public  Health  Inspectors  of  the  areas  of  Skelton  and  Brotton 
and  Loftus  and  a  scheme  was  evolved  to  provide  mutual  aid  for  meat  inspection 
purposes  covering  the  three  areas  during  the  absence  of  any  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors.

MILK  SUPPLIES.

DISINFESTATION. 

It  was  found 
necessary  to  issue  a  certificate  under  Section  84  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 
for  the  destruction  of  filthy  and  verminous  articles  in  respect  of  premises  occupied 
by  an  elderly  lady.  The  articles  were  removed  by  Council  workmen  and  destroyed 
on  the  Refuse  Tip.

LICENSED  PREMISES. 

Visits  have  been  made  to  licensed  premises  for  the  purpose  of  checking 
sanitary  accommodation,  washing  facilities,  and  general  conditions  under  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act  and  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 


TENTS,  VANS  AND  SHEDS. 

There  are  two  licensed  sites  in  the  area,  the  larger  of  which  is  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Local  Authority.  The  Local  Authority’s  site  provides  accom¬ 
modation  for  approximately  300  caravans,  and  the  private  site  for  four  caravans. 

Facilities  provided  on  these  sites  consist  of  water  closets,  washing  facilities, 
piped  water  supply,  and  waste  water  drainage. 

One  application  was  received  and  granted  to  station  three  caravans  in 
connection  with  the  Fairground  at  Old  Saltburn. 


SHOP  ACTS  —  SANITARY  AND  WASHING  ACCOMMODATION. 

Visits  were  made  to  shops  for  the  purpose  of  checking  accommodation. 


PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949. 

One  full-time  Rodent  Operator  is  employed  in  the  area  for  the  purpose  of 
inspection,  surveying,  and  carrying  out  treatments.  During  the  year  a  total  of 
107  minor  infestations  were  found. 

The  residents  in  the  area  are  most  co-operative  and  as  a  result  of  prompt 
notification  treatments  can  be  carried  out  immediately  and  the  infestations  do  not 
develop. 

During  the  year  two  sewer  treatments  were  carried  out  and  evidence  of  rats 
was  found  in  16  and  13  manholes  in  the  first  and  second  treatments,  respectively.

The  Council  are  Members  of  the  National  Smoke  Abatement  Society  and  of 
the  Tees-Side  Smoke  Abatement  Committee. 

There  are  two  deposit  gauges  situated  in  the  area ;  one  is  situated  at  Marske 
in  the  garden  of  ‘Ivy  House’  by  kind  permission  of  Dr.  P.  A.  Walshaw,  and  one 
at  Saltburn  in  the  Police  Station  Grounds  by  kind  permission  of  the  Chief  Constable 
and  I  should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  these  gentlemen  for  granting  these 
facilities.  As  the  gauges  are  in  protected  positions  no  damage  or  interference  was 
experienced  during  the  year. 

Herewith  are  tables  showing  the  reports  for  the  twelve  months  together 
with  the  wind  records  for  the  period. 

During  the  year  a  new  boiler  plant  with  an  automatic  stoker  was  installed 
in  the  local  laundry. 

A  meeting  was  held  with  representatives  of  the  British  Transport  Com¬ 
mission  with  regard  to  pollution  from  Railway  Engines.  In  addition  complaints 
were  passed  to  the  British  Transport  Commission  and  visits  were  paid  by  inspectors 
from  the  Motive  Power  Superintendent’s  Department  to  the  area;  a  firing  instructor 


was  sent  to  a  section  of  this  line  with  a  view  to  the  emission  of  smoke  being  kept
